Egypt wants fixed timetable 


for West Bank, Gaza— Dayan 


By ASHER WALLFISH 
Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
Foreign Minister Moshe Wayan 
said yesterday that Egypt is deman- 
ding that the timetable for im- 
plementation of the Sinai agreement 
be linked to a detailed timetable for 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza.

Weizman encouraged 
by talks with Mubarak

President Hosni Mubarak yesterday 
assured Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman that Egypt wants to see the 
current peace treaty negotiations 
through to a successful conclusion.

Weizman was leaving Washington 
last night to return to Israel con- 
vinced that the negotiations could 
still be resolved satisfactorily. The 
defence minister is known to have 
been encouraged by Mubarak's 
statements. 

But the major problem of working 
out some sort of relationship 
between the Israel-Egyptien peace 
treaty and the West Bank-Gaza Strip 
autonomy scheme remains unresolv- 
ed. ᾿ 

Weizman, together with Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, will urge the 
cabinet on Sunday to support those 
elements of the peace treaty agreed 
on by the negotiators in Washington. 
The defence minister believes that 90 


per cent of the treaty, the annexes . 


and joint letterg to be issued 
simultaneously in the treaty 
package, have already been resolv- 
ed in a reasonable manner. 
Weizman expects some rough go- 
ing on Sunday during both the

Weizman recognizes the serious 
misgivings in Israel over implemer- 
tation of the autonomy, but believes 
that Israel should’ go ahead with this 
plan.

Aknin added that he has proposed 
allowing contractors to bid, without 
prepayment, on a basis of the plot 
going to the contractor who offers 
the lowest price to buyers of the flats 
he will build (while maintaining 
proper building standards, he 
added). This, he thought, would 
make contractors compete on lower- 


Ing prices, rather than raising 
prices.

Knesset Finance Committee chair- 
man Shlomo Lorincz decided after a 
debate in the committee yesterday 
to invite Finance Minister Sinha 
Ehrlich to a committee discussion on 
inflation. In yesterday's debate 
Alignment MK Adi ‘Amorai traced 
the trouble back to the new economic 
policy instituted by the Likud last 
November. The Likud's Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad said, however, that the 
government's spending policy was to 
blame. 

The MKs disagreed among 
themselves over whether workers 
should be compensated every three 
months for rises in prices, rather 
than every six as now.

TEL AVIV. — Lebanese leftist 
forces are building a new infrastruc- 
ture for their activities in South 
Lebanon's Shia Moslem villages, it 
was reported yesterday.

The infrastructure, including the 
military organization and training of 
thousands of youth, is intended to 
help the PLO once it decides to 
renew its activity in the south. 

Informed sources confirmed 
yesterday that Israel disapproves of 
the friendly relations and coopera- 
tion between the PLO and the 
Lebanese leftists and certain units of 
UNIFIL (UN Interim Forces in 
Lebanon), which would rather 
overlook the ongoing infiltration 
south of the Litani River than risk an 
open conflict. 

UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim is to report on Sunday to 
the Security Council on how UNIFIL 
is fulfilling its mission. It is expected 
that the report will condemn Israel 
directly or indirectly. The report is 
expected to focus on Israel's alleged 
backing of Maj. Sa'ad Haddad and 
‘his Christian militiamen, who are 
resisting UNIFIL attempts to con- 
trol the Christian enclaves while 
showing less than total determiza- 
tion in holding the line against the 
PLO. 

The Syrians are helping renegade 
Lt. Ahmed al-Katib to reorganize hia 
“Lebanese Arab Army," elements 
of which are now concentrated in 
the Nabatiya heights facing the 
central secto> of the UNIFIL zone. 
The renewed activity of this army, 
together with the deployment of five 
Palestine Liberation Army units in 
Beirut, suggest that Syria is prepar- 


ing for the eventual withdrawal of its 
forces from Lebanon, leaving behind 
a network of allies (including the 
Christian militia of Suleiman Fran- 
jieh) to counter the right-wing 
Christians.

Sen. Alan Cranston, A California 
Democrat, declared yesterday that 
failure by Israel and Egypt to reach 
at this time a full and firm agree- 
ment in a peace treaty, although it 
holds perila, need not be 
catastrophic. 

“1 do not hold with those who say 
‘this is our last chance, for peace’,"’ 
said the U.8, Senate's majority whip 
in a speech at the Harry 8. Truman 
Research Institute on the Hebrew 
Univeraity's Mount Scopus campus, 

“Peace must be given many 
chances," he continued. While we 
are all impatient fer peace, peace 
can come only through patience, and 
by patient negotiation.” 

But Cranston did not want to dwell 
on the possibility of failure because 
he believes there is a “very good 
chance for rea] success" in the 
Washington negotiations. . 

The senator, who opposed the sale 
of F-15s to Saudi Arabia, pointed out 
that the Senate approval of the arms 
package was not a slap at Israel. He 
explained that the vote came when 
U.S. leaders were particularly dis- 
turbed by Soviet and Cuban ac- 
tivities in Africa and when the 
Saudis were concerned over the 
threat of pro-Soviet forces to their 
olifields. Thus, he said, the Senate 
vate was really “anti-Soviet, not pro- 
Arab and certainly not anti-Israel.” 

In Cranston's view, the Senate's 
support for Israel was dramatically 
demonstrated in the resounding 87-0 
vote last July 26 for an amendment

OPINION 


AT THE CORE of what is usually 
described as the ‘‘Israeli national 
congengus” lies a great illusion — 
that no Palestinian state will arise 
“between the Jordan and the sea." 
For a good 10 years now the israeli 
public has been told that such an en- 
tity must not and will not come into 
being. The unquestioning finality 
with which this propostion has usual- 
ly been put by the nation's leaders, 
and the undeniable complexity af the 
issues involved, have convinced the 
public that bere is a ceriainty as im- 
mutable as Soiomon’s wisdom. Yet 
few propositions sit so uncomfor- 
tably with recent history. 

To avold a Middle Bast settlement 
involving the establishment of a 
Palestinian state, the Labour party, 
albeit ambivailently, preached the 
return of the heavily populated areas 
of the West Bank to Hashemite rule, 
with Israel retaining a protective 
strip along the Jordan River and the 
Dead Sea. 

Curiously, but understandably, the 
Labour Party never persuasively 
“solved” the problem of the Gaze 
Strip. Clearly it could not be 
transferred to Jordan or returned to 
Egypt; given its 450,000 inhabitants, 


it could not be annexed by Israel: . 


and, of course, it could not be given 
independence. 

The over-all irony will not be lost 
on future historians. It was during 
the decade-long trauma of military 
occupation under the Labour govern- 
ment, that Palestinian national con- 
aciousness reached its present, 
probably irreversible, pitch; the 10 
years of Israeli rule, rather than the 
preceding 20 of Hashemite govern- 
ment, were the condition of adversi- 
ty that definitively nurtured the con- 
cept of Palestinian statehood. In the 
months following the Six Day War, 
the West Bank could have been 
returned to King Hussein without 
serious great power opposition or in- 
terna)] Arab dissent. Such a course is 
today highly impracticabie. 

Hussein may once have wanted the 
““jewel"' back in his crown; today he 
sees it only as a potential crown of 
thorns. The vrolonged occupation 
has indelibly embittered West 
Bankers, never friends of the 
Hashemites, against foreign rule. 
Israeli wishful thinking aside, Hus- 
sein has no desire to add 750,000 dis- 
affected subjects to his domain or to 
incur the hostility of a large part of 
the Arab world. 

While probably seeking special 
rights in, and perhaps a limited role 
as the protector of, a fledgling West 
Bank state, Hussein sincerely and 
openly repudiates a reversion to the 
pre-1967 condition of annexation. 


IF 10 YEARS of military rule over 
the territories demolished the Jorda- 
nian solution, the Begin regime's 
milk-and-water alternative, offering 
the heady enticement of indefinite 
impermanence, is even less attrac- 
tive, In deference to reason, 
however, Prime Minister Begin, 
while dotting the area with 
provocative settlements, refrained 
from imposing Jewish sovereignty 
over the historic heartland of the 
Jewish people. Implicit was a triple 
admission: that Israel does not 
.want, and cannot absorb, so many

additional Arab citizens; that great 
power opposition — primarily 
American — would be unavoidable, 
and prohibitive in terms of cost; and 
that the fury of the Arab states, and 
repercussions in the occupied areas, 
would have dangerous results. | 

The present regime is faced with 
the same inescapable dilemma as 
was the Labour government. The 
military occupation promotes 
among the governed an acute desire 
for Israeli withdrawal and political 
independence. But an [sraeli 
evacuation, while possibly 
diminishing the fervour for in- 
dependence by removing the 
pressures responsible for it, would 
mark the fulfilment of the primary 
condition for the advent of Palesti- 
nian statehood. And statehood would 
follow, 85 night followa day. 


THE 


middle way — between evacuation 
and Palestinian statehood, the Jor- 
danian solution, and the imposition 
of Israeli sovereignty. It hopes to 
achieve a relaxation of the pressure 
brought on Israel to concede a 
Palestinian state. 

In terms of Begin's intentions, the 
plan is doomed to failure: it is-a 
stepping-stone to statehood, or it is 
nothing. 

Nor does it resolve the dilemma. If 
it does not give the local Arabs real 
power and leaves the IDF — though 
less obtrusive than before — in ul- 
timate and virtual control, then the 
desire for real political in- 
dependence will remain acute. If the 
re-deployed IDF does stay out of 
things, the self-governing authority 
will inevitably attempt to expand its 
powers until full sovereignty is 


achieved. Nature abhors a political . 


vacuum. 

‘The self-governing authority, if it 
materializes, will attempt to in- 
crease ita power, either plecemeal or 
by a unilateral declaration of 
Palestinian independence. In the 
latter case, the Israeli government 
of the day will face an awesome 
choice — resignation to a fait ac- 
compli or re-occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza. The latter would not 
be viewed by Washington as benign- 
ly as were the defence-motivated 
acquisitions of 1967. Nor would the 
Arab states, including Egypt, stand 
fdly by watching yet another 
“Palestinian catastrophe." 

A piecemeal arrogation of powers 
by the Palestinians, alming at full 
sovereignty, would be even more dif-

ficult to contend with. At what paint 
could Israel intervene convincingly, 


* arguing a clear ‘threat to national 


security’? Who abroad would accept 
Israel's contention that here were 
legitimate grounds for the destruc- 
tion of a neighbouring state and the 
re-imposition of military rule? 


Of course, it is possible that the ᾿ 


autonomy plan will never get off the 
ground, owing to West Bank and 
Gaza opposition. , 

In that case, the occupation will 

continue and further pressure on 
Israel by the U.8., Western Europe, 
the ‘‘confrontation’’ states and 
probably Egypt is inevitable. The 
Israel-Egypt peace treaty will not 
give Israel any respite over the West 
Bank and Gaza. 
WHETHER OR NOT the Camp 
David accords are implemented, the 
establishment of a Palestinian state 
within three, six or 10 years is in- 
evitable for several reasons. The un- 
swerving support of Russia and the 
Third World for the creation of such 
a state is unlikely to diminish; 
American and HEC opinion and 
policy are tangibly shifting from 
covert and grudging acceptance of 
the concept to open avowal of the 
legitimacy of a Palestinian state; 
and Arab concord on this issue, 
despite the occasional wavering of 
countries like Saudi Arabia, is not 
eracking. Egypt will probably con- 
tinue to advocate the creation of a 
Palestinian state, both as a means of 
parrying Arab enmity and as an ex- 
pression of Sadat's belief that no 
lasting solution to the conflict is 
possible without it. 

Above all, a Palestinian state will 
arise because 1.1 million (or, 
perhaps, 1.7 million) Palestinians 
living in the area west of the Jordan, 
and some two million living abroad, 
yearn for a state of their own and 
will doubtless continue to expend 
their energies and resources on 
achieving one. 

+ Wet the emergence of a Palesti- 


* nian state on the West Bank (with or 


without Gaza) poses a grave threat 
to Israel's security and, ultimately, 
existence. The threat is both tactical 
and strategic, as a glance at any 
map. of the region will show. The 
possibility of terrorist strikes 
against Israel's centrea of popula- 
tion, fearsome ag it may be, pales 
beside the greater hazard of a 
Palestinian army, perhaps but- 
tressed by Soviet political power, 
weaponry and expertise, well placed 
to inflict immediate and damaging 
blows on the Jewish state and to’ 


draw Israel repeatedly into wars _ 


with Its other Arab neighbours. 


The prospective fragility and - 


vulnerability of the Israel- 
Palestinian borders only magnifies 
the present hazards, At the moment, 
the overwhelming mass. of 
Palestinians desire a-state capable 


of providing geographic, economic © 


and political expression of the rights 
of the whole Paiestinian people. A 
West Bank state would clearly-be too 
small to accommodate physically or 
satisfy politically the aspirations of 
both the indigenous Palestinians and 
those now living in exile. . 


A SOLUTION to the Palestinian’ 


problem founded on the twin pillars 
of a separate, sovereign state and 
the concept of massive repatriation 
ig bound to impertl Israel's ex- 
istence. Such a state will be frankly 
expansionist. Its raison d’étre must 
be the gradual but certain removal 
of the Jewish state to make way for 
‘the “Great Palestinian Return.” It 
will have no rest — and will give 
Israel none — until conditions are

The threat of ‘‘the inverse 
Zionism" of the Palestinians is what 
continues to make Israe]’s a tight- 
rope existence. .The precariousness 
of our condition is inexorably bound 
up with the fate of the Palestinian 
people. 

If Israel is to live and prosper, an 
accommodation with the Palestinian 
people is imperative. That accom- 
modation must be based upon a 
recognition of the Palestinian right 
to separate statehood, the minimal 
demand of almost 811 Palestinians, 
and upon its swift translation into 
political reality. δ 

However, it must be cir- 
ecumscribed by two crucial reser: 


vations. First, the new sovereign ἡ 


state must not be allowed to own or 
use instruments capable of destroy- 
ing us; it must be effectively 
demilitarized; and must be 
prohibited from admitting foreign 
armies and military advisers. 
Secondly, it must be a state without a 
“Zionist"' ideology, without the con- 
cept of “the Return” at its core. 
Otherwise, it will inevitably function 
as a springboard for- Israel's 
destruction. 

Israeli policy must swiftly 
translate this ‘'yes"’ and these “nos” 
into concrete terms.

Bankers and 
Gazans. Douhtless these cannot be 
uprooted or completely neutralized 
in the short term, but the residual 
animosity will certainly be influenc- 
ed by the amount of help Israel af- 
fords the Palestinians and their 
state. Needless to say, the “argu- 
ment of power'’ will ‘continue to 
secure our future; the more Palesti- 
nian vested interests in their state in- 
crease, the greater will be the IDE"s 
power as a deterrent to adventurous 
Palestinian policies. 

On the international level, Israeli 
support οἵ the Palestinian state 
should’ bear, abundant fruit. 
“Selling” the unacceptability of

The relevance of this comment is 
only too clear. If the government's 
agreement to dismantle the 
settlements and force the settlers to 
leave is to be seen as a heavy 
sacrifice for peace, their agreement 
to pay the cost of evacuation and 
relocation implies an acceptance of 
the charge that Israe] (under the 
Alignment) had indeed acted illegal- 
ly in setting them up. It implies that 
even if the decision to remove them 
was painful, it represented a legal 
imperative, the righting of a wrong. 

Consequently it is .politically es- 
sentiai, as weli as vital from the 
historical point of view, that at this 
point Israel's spokesmen should say: 

“We have made this sacrifice for 
the sake of peace; but we refuse ab- 
solutely, in any circumstances, to 
give support even obliquely to the 
grotesque fiction that we had no 
right to put up the settlements. ‘We are 
paying a heavy enough price against 
Egypt's promises of peace, but we 
shall not agree to falsify history. We 
are accepting Egypt's assurances 
for the future, but they do not and 
cannot alter the fact that it was her 
repeated attacks upon us that com- 
pelled us, and established our 
elementary right, to set up the 
Yamit settlements as a belt of 


security and deterrence against 
future aggression." ᾿ 

THE ARABS are deepy aware 
of the weight of ‘historic 
rights'' and of the importance 
of establishing and emphasiz- 
ing their claims on historic grounds. 
That is why they have made a 
tremendous effort over the years to 
manufacture and disseminate the 
outrageous myths about the 
relationship of the Arab people to 
Eretz Yisrael (and to Sinai). 

They have learned how immense 
is the importance of developing sym- 
pathy for their case in the public 
mind as an element of influence on 
governments (especially in the U.S.) 
and even on the Israeli public. That 
is why they do not make the slightest 
concession, however insignificant in 
itself, which might detract from the 
persuastve force of their mythology 
and the specific semantic code which 
ts its first weapon. 

Hence Sadat's insistence on ex- 
punging every last vestige of the 
Israeli presence in Sinai, even his 
apparent readiness to forgo peace 
(for which he is said to be longing so 
strongly) if he is denied a single

which they bake on the roof. These 
are the matzot which are eaten for 
the rest of the week. It is unpleasant 
and tasteless — a real “bread of 
affliction.” 

They also have a custom of ‘'cut- 
ting the water:" they step over a tiny 
stream of water which they beat 
with a stick, in imitation of the cross- 
ing of the Red Sea. ‘ 

When a crypto-Jews dies, the body 
is washed and dressed in the white 
garments worn on Yom Kippur. 
Then 411 the waters found in the 
house are thrown away. The priest is 
then called and the funeral] 
ceremony takes place at the local 
cemetery. The relatives go home, 
and after the last Christian has left, 
they sit on low benches for seven 
days. The same ceremony is 
repeated after one, three, nine and 
twelve months. A special oil-lamp 
burns at time of mourning. 

Apart from these crypto-Jews, 
there are about 600 Jews in Portugal, 
mostly in Lisbon. — 


Steinberg in ‘‘Present Tense” | 
tpublished by the"American Jewish ἡ 
Committee), their lives have been 
little affected by the recent political 
upheavals. They retain a low profile 
and it has been easy for 
governments to ignore them. 


AT THE END of World War II, 1,200 
Jews lived in Portugal, including 
many European refugees. Not only 
was there the 400-seat Sephardi syn- 
agogue, built at the beginning of the 
century but, for a time, there was a 
flourishing 4shkenazi congregation. 

Today the Ashkenazim meet in a 
room in an od office building and 
can rarely muster 4 minyan. The 
Sephardim have a Sabbath minyan 
but they, too, have difficulty on 
weekdays. According to Steinberg, 
there is little doubt that the Jewish 
community in Portugal is heeding: 
for extinction. 

The end of the community is being 
spurred by intermarriage and 
emigration. Economic problems 
have speeded up the rate of emigra- 
tion. As there is galloping inflation, it 
becomes difficult to maintain the 
synagogue, the community centre 
building and the 12-hed hospital, 
which is now used largely as a nur- 
sing home. 

There is talk of closing the com- 
munity centre and there is even 
doubt whether the community can 
continue to afford shechita. In any 
case, fewer and fewer people keep 
kashrut — probably no more than 20 
to 30 families today. The young peo- 
ple and, indeed, whole families are 
drawn to Israel, to Brazil, to Canada 
and the U.S. Israelis would probably 
wonder that a mere 20 per cent infla- 
tion rate could cause such unsettle- 
ment — but for the Jews in Portugal 
it is the economic writing on the 
wall.

Crusader for singles

WHERE CAN a single girl in Israel 
go to meet eligible men? Nowhere, 
compiains Helena Am-ram, who is 
dedicated to improving the lot of 
single people. 

Helena, who is herself married 
and the mother of two. is founder and 
head of Tzemed, a commercial enter- 
prise most would call a matchmak- 
ing bureau. But Helena doesn’t like 
the word “matchmaker because of 
the image it evokes. 

“But I don’t want to talk about 
Tzemed," she protested. “Ἃ want to 
talk about the problems of single 
people in general. 


“There are thousands who come ἢ 


here whom we can't help because 
they don’t mcet our criteria. And 
even with a staff of 40, I can't help 
everyone, anyway. 

“I think the government, the 
municipalities and other public 
agencies should get involved in 
providing social and recreational ac- 
tivities for single peorle." 

Among her clients are many war 
widows and war invalids referred by 
the Ministry of Defence. 

“Why should the Ministry of 
Defence send widows or disabled 
veterans to me, a profit-making 
organization? 

“I once suggested to them that we 
form some sort of organization 
together to deal with the problem, 
but they thought I was crazy for 
suggesting something that might 
harm my own business. 

“They can take the business away 
from me if they want; I wouldn't 
mind if all matchmaking was taken 
out of private hands.” 

One needs a licence to open a 

grocery store, she says, but none 15 
required to open a matchmaking 
bureau. As a result, many single 
women are “matched” with married 
men who pretend to be single, with 
men just out of prison or with other 
unsuitable candidates. And some 
matchmaking operations, she says, 
are really camouflaged houses of 
prostitution. 
BUT THE PROBLEM Is not limited 
to matchmaking: ‘In the U.S., a 
single woman can go to a night club, 
have a drink and meet men. Here, ἃ 
woman wouldn't dare. 

“Why aren't all the publicly-

How about group flights 
for singles to spend a weekend in 
Ejlat? Why doesn't anyone seem to 
care about a half a million citizens 
who are single, divorced or 
widowed?" 

The feeling that nobody cares 
follows more than a year of trying to 
get Knesset members and govern- 
ment officials to deal with the 
problem seriously. Samuel Filatto 
Sharon was the only Knesset 
member who would raise a 
parliamentary question on the sub- 
ject, though Shulamit Aloni and 
others assured Helena that her ideas 
and complaints made sense. 

Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Dr. Yisrael Katz reported to Sharon 
that the ministry had no immediate 
plans to provide either housing 
assistance or social activities for 
singles. (In contrast, the minister's 
correspondence with Helena had 
contained assurances that experts 
on social work and marriage 
counselling would consider her 
proposals.) 

“I wish someone who didn’t 
Operate a matrimonia)] agency like 
Tzemed would get into this fight. 
Maybe such a person, who couldn't 
be accused of having a vested in- 
terest, would be taken more 
seriously,” Helena says. 

“I know there are some people 
who stay single by choice, but there 
are thousands who are lonely and 
miserable and who come for help, 
When I have to turn them away, they 
cry and I sometimes cry with them. 

“Jf there were social activities for 
singles, they might not all find 
husbands, but at least they wouldn't 
be so terribly alone all the time." 

The problem of housing for singles 
does not worry Helena as much as 
the pressing need for social ac- 
‘tivities. “If we could get singles 
together in a place where they could 
meet potential spouses — after 
precautions are taken that only 
single people and people of good 
character are allowed in —~ then they 
could get married and have the same

OFFICIALS IN DACCA pointed out 
that strict categorisation of the 
refugees, as insisted on by the 
Burmese, hindered smooth repatria- 
tion. Under this, the repatriation of 
the Rohingyas will be in phases — 
the priority being fixed by the 
Burmese who would first recelve 
those with Nationality Registration 
Cards. 

Then they would take those who 
had other documents proving their 
permanent residence in Burma. 
Those with no papers but able to 
provide evidence of having stayed in 
Burma would be received later. 

This strict categorisation is 
resulting In the splitting of families 
and the creation of suspicion among 
the refugees. To send back the head 
of a family first, leaving his depen- 
dants to be repatriated later, 
presents practical problems. 

Bangledesh Foreign Minister 
Shamsul Hug said in Daces recently 
that his country had given shelter to 
the Burmese refugees purely on 
humanitarian grounds and for the 
same reason, "we cannot adopt 
harsh measures to push them back 
foreibly nto Burma." 

Observers believe that in view of 
its desire to maintain good relations 
with Burma, Bangladesh is keen not 
to do anything to embarrass the 
Burmese government and cause a 


- setback in the repatriation process. 


The two-governments are in cons- 
tant touch and Dacca has asked 
Rangoon to relax some formalities 
and take measures to restore con- 
‘fidence among the refugees, thus 
speeding up the repatriation. 

The two governments now realise 
that paper work alone will not help 
the physical repatriation of the un- 
fortunate Rohingyas. 

So it was that in early October, a 
Bangladesh delegation met the 
Burmese to work out more details. It 
‘was agreed, among other things that 
lists should be supplied well in ad- 
vance of the names of those to be 
Tepatriated. The way now seems 
clearer to stepping up the flow home 
of refugees to its planned levels.

The introduction of commer- 
cial television in Israel, Prof. Katz 
Pointed out, could Jead to the same 
argument being made and thus 
.cause a reduction in revenue. 

There is one problem peculiar to 
Israe}, though, that Japanese 
viewers would probably have trouble 
understanding. This is the ongoing 
controversy over the introduction of 
colour television. In Japan there is a 
colour television set in nearly every 
home.

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A STATE of affairs more horrifying 
than any of the fictionalized violence 
on TV waa revealed to me this week 
on, the “Second Look" programme 
about prisons. We were given in- 
sights into prison life that were 
reminiscent of the most bicod- 
curdling accounts by Dickens; it 
seemed incredible that such con- 
ditions could exist in the latter half of 
the 20th century in a supposedly 


rogressive democracy like Israel. | 
κα only consolation was that . 


nobody could accuse us of dia- 
crimination — Arab terrorists and 


Jewish criminals, herded together in . 


these hells, were treated alike. Hell 
indeed — I was reminded of the in- 
scription above the gate to Dante's 
“Inferno"’ --.‘‘Abandon hope, all ye 
who enter here!" 

The script was brilliantly written, 
photographed and produced: we 
were taken artfully through & 
progression of ghastly experiences, 
each one so bad that we thought that 
this was the end, only to find 
that worse was to follow. There 
‘was dense overcrowding — no revelation 
here, we are all only too well aware 
of the crime explosion, and of the 
need to imprison terrorists. And then 
we saw what overcrowding meant — 
six people in a cell two metres by 
ten. For every three le given.a 
bed, one has to aleep on the floor, A 
tiger in a bad soo, a 200 that 
provokes protests from the Bociety 
for the Protection of Animals, is 
given more living-space than these’ 
human beings. 

One of the conviota said bitterly to 
the photographer, ‘Come and see 
the lavatories." The cameraman, 
mereffully —- the only 
aqueamishness he displayed — 
ahowed us only long shots. It is 
amazing that they don't have out: 
breaks of typhua and typhoid all the 
time; maybe they do. 

The convicta claimed that they 
‘were not given enough soap and 
cleaning materials to maintain the 
most elementary hygiene: later one 
of the warders said that he saw it as 
his duty to treat the convicts aa 
human beings, and to give them 
everything due to them, such as 
soap. Both seem to be telling the 
truth. Perhaps the soap ration can be 
increased? 

Only 100 of the convicts in Ramle 
cooperated with the team making 
the film; those prepared to be filmed 
and to talk made us understand why 
a gaol is a university of crime. If 
what they said was correct, the food 
allocation would have been con- 
sidered meagre in the fortress of 
Chillon. Water with half a tomato is 
officially soup. 

The exercise yard, in which 200 
men pace around in a space intended 
for 80, came straight out of that Van 
Gogh painting. Again, I thought of 
tigers in a-cage, pacing around and 
around and around, with nowhere to 
go. 

Then we came to that mysterious 
business of the wealg all over the 
prisoner's bodies, caused by long 
knife slashes, Seif-inflicted or done 
by others? It waa not clear. One 
prisoner asked savagely why they 
Shouldn't slash themselves to 
pieces; he claimed that many of 
them had tried to escape through

Yet they seem to have done sa, 
The team making the film seemed to 
go out of its way to present the side of 
the warders fairly — none of them was 
shown to be a heartless Simon 
Legree, a vicious sadist enjoying il- 
treating his fellow-men. On the con- 
trary, all of them seemed to want to 
do their best for the prisoners — 
within the regulations, and the 
means provided. 

One interesting comment was 
made by one of the Jews. He said 
that, when the Entebbe plane was 
hijacked, the Arab convicts rejoiced, 
and the Jews mourned; when it was 
released, the Arabs were sad, the 
Jews exulted, Jewish Patriotism, ap- 
parently, can survive the cruelty of 
Sewish society. ~ 

This was one of the best documen- 
taries ever produced by an Israel 
team, although I doubt whether it 
should be submitted to the Cannes 
Festival as an advertisement for this 
country.

Will textile exports grow or 


are:they headed for a crisis?

TEL AVIV, — Textile exports will 
either continue to grow at a respec- 
table rate or they will collapse 
almost entirely in a year or two. It 
ali depends whom you listen to. 
They will continue to grow slowly 
but ‘surely was the viewpoint ex- 
pressed by Hanna Weiss (Shavit), 
héad of the knitting and ready-made 
clothes department in the Ministry 
of Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism. She supported her claims 
by showing that if textile (plus 
leather and fur) exports stood at 
$126.6m. in 1976, they ‘by 21.2 
per cent to stand at $153.6m. in 1977. 
The growth of 1978 is 9.7 per cent, 
bringing. the figure up to an es- 


‘thnated $168m., 


“As for textiles alone (without 
Jeather and furs), the comparative 


* figures for the first nine months of 


1976, 1977, and 1978, show a growth 
trom $73.9m. to $92.6m. to $104.8m.,"" 
she said. However," she admitted. 
“there has been some erosion in the 
profit margin of exporters since the 
economic upheaval of the end of Oc- 


. tober, 1977." 


This last statement was heartily 


᾿ supported by Avraham Schapira, 
head of the huge “Carmel Caesarea 


Enterprises,"' which employs 1,000 
persons in seven plants (most of 
them in Caesarea; but with one each 
in Netivot. Nazareth and Bat Yam), 
and which produces rugs, artificial 
(synthetic) furs, and toys. 

. He thought the phrase ‘some 
erosion" was an understatement. 
According to his calculations, the in- 
flationary rate was five per cent a 
month, or 60 per cent a year, based 
on the wages and other benefits he 
had to pay his workers. On the other 


hand, the increased rate of exchange 
he received from the falling value of 
the pound, compared to the dollar, 
was only 1.5 per cent a month. 

If this situation continued, he said, 
the textile industry, which has a high 
added value (that is, wages are a 
high factor in the costa of produc- 
tion), was in for “‘very black days." 
The added value in his plants is 60 to 
70 per cent. 

However, he then went on to con- 
tradict himself. If his exporta (main- 
ly Blenoit artificial furs and 
Caesarea rugs), were $8m. in 
1977/78, they “would be Slim. in 
1978/79. and would rise to an es- 
timated $13m. in 1979/80 and to $20m. 
in 1980/81. At present, he exported 50 
per cent οἵ production. 

“But,” he said, *'we are not-selling 
textiles. We are selling ‘art’ woven 
into our textiles, and we are produc- 
ing the best artificial furs in the 
world, since we are producing not 
only our own designs but are using 
our own special methods of produc- 
tion.”" 

As for his rugs (which, incidental- 
ly. are used in most of Israel's five- 
star hotels), he did not claim that 
they were the best in the world. He 
admitted that one factory In Ger- 
many produced goods of the same 
quality. "But our prices are highly 
competitive, so much so, that the 
Germans come here to buy our 


His main local complaint was 
about the Israeli housewife “who 
doesn't know anything about rugs, 
and thinks that everything imported 
is good. They buy the cheapest im- 
ported suff, which falls to pieces in a 
short time, while they Ignore our 
goods, which are of high quality." 


Israeli electronic products 
on the European market

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Moda’i likes self-unloading 
method for Hadera coal

Confronted by mounting pressure 
from environmentalists and Haifa 
residents, the Ministry of Energy 
and Infrastructure is tending 
towards approval of the so-called 
“self-unloading’’ conveyor belt- 
assisted method of landing coal for 
the upcoming Hadera electric power 
station. ᾿ 

The station is scheduled to begin 
generating power in 1984, in-the first 
of its four phases of construction. 
When completed, each of {ts four up- 
its will have a generating capacity of 
350 megawatts. 

In the past, Energy and In- 
frastructure Minister Yitzhak 
Moda‘! has favoured use of Haifa 
port as the natural unloading site for 
the coal coming from abroad. But 
Halifaites, backed by the En- 
vironmental Protection Service and 
the National Council for Planning 
and Construction, have all but 
vetoed the plan of Minister Moda'i. 

As ἃ result, ministry planners and 
officials of the Electric Corporation 
have begun to re-examine local 
tHadera) unloading schemes. 

One of these calls for construction 
of a breakwater off the Hadera 
coast. But this is considered too cost- 


Now, Moda'l, who returned 
‘Wednesday trom a trip to the U.S. 
and Canada, says he has had a loole 
at a conveyor belt-assisted "5617 un- 
logding”’ installation on Lake On- 
tario. “Fam very impressed by what 
I saw, and this may be suitable for 


us.”" he said. 

The system was described to The 
Jerusnuiem Post yesterday by Avner 
Brockman, technical adviser to 
Moda‘i. He said that giant coal 
freighters with custom-built 
mechanized hoppers in their holds 
would approach a-point ap- 
proximately two kilometres from the 
coast. 

From the coast up to that point we 
would have a moving conveyor belt 
mounted on a steel superstructure 
resting on steel. pipe stilts sunk into 
the seabed. As the vessel approaches 
the end of that superstructure, it 
would drop six anchors — from 
various points, for stability — and its 
mechanized hoppers would begin 
feeding the coal in the hold onto the 
conveyor belt. 

‘The belt would lead, and empty in- 
to, the coal silo on shore, close to the 
power station. No breakwater is 
needed, and there would be no 
ecological problem, since a protec- 
tive “catcher would prevent loose 
coals from falling into the coastal 
waters. 

A feas)bility study of the conveyor 
belt-assisted ‘‘self-unloading’’ 
system has already been completed 
jointly by Maritime Fruit Carriers, a 
shipping company that would 
presumably be interested in adap- 
ting some if its ships for the coal 
hauling job, and Minmetal Ltd., of 
Tel Aviv, a building and consulting 
firm. 

The decision on the unloading 
method will have to be made by the 
Cabinet. 


Depression talk scares, but dollar 
regains some strength as gold slumps 


WASHINGTON (UPI, Reuter). — 
President Carter, reacting to com- 
ments by his chief inflation fighter 
that a 1938-style depression is not out 
of the question, said yesterday he 
remains confident his voluntary 
anti-inflation plan will work. 

Carter made the comments at a 
breakfast meeting with reporters at 
the White House. He said only a 
“‘complete failure’' of his 
programme could lead to a recession 
or a depression. 

“J just: don't think we're going to 
have a substantial economic setback 
next year," he said. “I think we'll be 
successful. We do not anticipate a 
recession or a depression."”” 

Carter also said he anticipates a 
three per cent growth rate next year. 

Administration inflation fighter 
Albert Kahn raised the slim 
possibility of depression for the first 
time at a retailers’ conference 
Wednesday. His use of the term 
threw an immediate chill into the 


stock market, which is already ner- . 


vous “bout continulng inflation and 
skyrocketing interest rates. 

Meanwhile the price of gold, which 
had been soaring to record heights 
during the dollar's recent fall, 
slumped to below $200 an ounce 
yesterday for the first time since 
August 29. It had reached a high of 
$243 in London on October 81. The 
fall reflected the new strength of the 
dollar, which rose strongly on the 
world’s foreign exchange markets 
yesterday. 

The dollar was buoyed up by news 
that Japan's trade surplus had 
dropped sharply. : 

In Tokyo the dollar hit Its highest 

level against the Japanese yen since 
mid-September yesterday. After ᾿ 
climbing as high as 192.40 yen at one 
point, it closed at 191.35 yen, up from 
190.05 yen Wednesday.

Porters and foreign banks pushed the 
dollar up, but it dropped later on sell- 
ing by exporters, joined by several 
banks from oil producing countries 
buying yen for dollars.

THE NEWS from Jerusalem that the price index rose last 
month by 8 full 5.7 per cent — the biggest auch Jeap since the in- 
auguration of the ‘‘new economic policy” a year ago — is 
reported to have both amazed and embarrassed Finance 
Minister Ehrlich, who is now in New York. 

Embarrassment becomes Mr. Ehrlich, amazement rather 
less so, for it has become something of a habit with him. 

Staging a quick recovery, however, Mr. Ehrlich went on to ex- 
plain away the unexpected October figure, and to pin down a 
suitable scapegoat. The price jump, he announced, was largely 
seasonal, being due to a rush on apartments and clothing for the: 
winter. 

The underlying fault, though, he decided, lay with the public, 
for they have too much money, and they spend it, too. 

Lest there be any doubt aa to who that mysterious public 
might be, the Finance Minister hastened to make clear that he 
roainly had in mind those hosts of profligate wage and salary 
earners who are running around nowadays tossing away IL600 
on a single pair of shoes (out of a typically overblown net 
monthly paycheck of IL5-6,000). 

Now if Mr, Ehriich truly believes that it is this public that 
fuels the country's inflation, he will believe anything. 

He will, for example, believe that the majority of Israelis, who: 
work for their living, cannot discover that the 7 per cent wage 
raise — over and above the 15 per cent originally allowed by the 
government — for which the Histadrut fought tooth and nail for 
seven long months, has been nearly wiped out as a result of the 
October jump. 

But they can, for the fact is no secret. They will also discover 
that whatever gains they have Jately secured in real terms will 
have come to naught within a month; and that real wages, hav- 
ing sunk to the level of last January, will start sliding further 
down early next year. 

This downward movement, obviously, will not be stopped un- 
less the wage agreements that have just been concluded are re- 
opened again. 

Perhaps it is still not too late for the Finance Minister to con- 
sider the possibility that the prime reason for the country’s ram- 
paging inflation lies in his own supposedly anti- -inflationary 
policies and practices. 

The removal of foreign exchange controls in one stroke last 
year pumped billions of pounds into the economic mainstream, 
and the flow has been kept going ever since with creeping 
devaluations, Cheap but unsupervised credits by the central 
bank to potential exporters and diamond manufacturers have.in 
part been shunted away for purposes other than those for which 
they were earmarked. 

The Treaaury’s tax-collecting machinery, never a model of ef- 
ficfency, is now so under-manned as to be a shambles. The state 
revenue administration has just disclosed that ἃ spot check of 
2,000 randomly selected files brought out not a single true state- 
ment of income: cheating has become a norm. 

A Tel Aviv University economist has figured out that if the 
self-employed, who are the worst offenders, were to pay all the 
taxes due from them, which is twice what they actually remit, 
the budget deficit could have very nearly been eliminated. Thus 
ἃ major source of inflation could have been closed. 

Had Mr. Ehrlich had the economic courage of some of his 
would-be mentors, he might have counselled a recession, ac- 


ἡ companied by large-scale unemployment, as a cure to the coun- 


try’s present ills. That would at least have made sense 
economically. But the Liberal leader is well aware that this 
bier be politically disastrous, not only for his party, but for the 
nation. 

Alternatively, he could have embarked on a true course of 
nation-wide belt-tightening, marked by maximal wage and 
price curbs — and tax collection worth its name. But he cannot 
preach self-abnegation to the working people while cutting sub- 
sidies and raising the prices of basic commodities — and while 
leaving the booming "black" economy, which simply does not 
recognize his jurisdiction, virtually untouched.

pragmatic and to-the-point, he says, 
not consistently or dogmatically 
hardline. 

“Anyway, I myself don't discern 2 
‘hard-line group of ministers,’ or 2 
‘soft-line group, or any other group. I, 
at any rate, am not ἃ member of any 
group. I voted in favour of the Camp 
David accords — after much soul- 
searching’ — and there is πὸ quea- 
tion of my being unreconciled to the 
accords, or having second thoughts 
about them." 

As an example of his open- 
mindedness, Nissim recalis that he 
was almost alone among the 
ministers in not-rejecting the Egyp- 
tian demand for a “review clause" 
which would enable the two sides to 
renegotiate aspecta of the military 
arrangements at a later date. 


His reasoning was that the review 
‘would depend on Israel; it could not © 


be foisted upon Israel unilaterally. 
By the same token, Nissim 
says, he would be in favour of the 


τ most magnanimous gestures of 


goodwill to Egypt, above and beyond 
the letter of the treaty, in order to 
foster an atmosphere of trust. ‘'T 
would be even more zealous in offer- 
ing gestures than Ezer Weizman. 
But only if we were offering them, of 
our own volition. Not If they were 


demanded from us. Then they are no © 


longer gestures." 


TT WAS this same logic which 
prompted Nissim to take a strong 
position against the Egyptian 
demands for precis¢d timetables for 
Israel's withdrawal in the Sinai and 
for the implementation of the 
autonomy on the West Bank and in 
Gaza. To agree, he explains, would 
have meant committing ourselves to 
developments which do not entirely 
depend on us. Objective causes could _ 
delay or disrupt a particular stage of 
the Sinai pullback — and Israel 
would then be laid open to charges 
that it is in breach of its com- 


THE HEAVY weather which hag 
suddenly descended on the 
Washington peace talks and is 
threatening to bring them to a halt 
has caused both Egypt and Israel to 
blame each other for diverging from 
the letter and spirit of the Camp 
David agreements. 

President Carter for his part has 
bemoaned a course of events ;in 
which the Camp David edifice, 
which he helped design, seems to be 
coming apart at the joints now that 
it’s in the hands of the lower echelons 
for the actual building. 

Given the nature of the Camp 
David agreements, however, it could 
not have been otherwise. Those 
agreements were based on what 

lenry Kissinger has rightly called 

“constructive ambiguity.” The sec- 
tion pertaining to Israeli withdrawal 
from Sinai in return for normaliza- 
tion of relations was relatively clear, 
and has had clear sailing at Blair 
House. The separate framework 
agreement relating to the ultimate 
fate of the west Bank and Gace was 

~left purposely vague, however, and 
has been the major source of trouble 
in the second-stage of talks. 

This intentional ambiguity, which 
also covered the linkage between the 
two agreements, provided the outer- 
most limits within which Mr. Begin 
felt he could 5911 the package to his 
cabinet and to the Knesset. — 


Ir WAS UNDERSTOOD from the 
outset that each side interpreted the 
“Palestinian” section of the agree- 
ment differently and that each side 
‘was persuaded that the timetables 
agreed on would permit 
developments to work in favour of its 
own interpretation. That after all, is 
what constructive ambiguity is all 
about, 

‘Thus. it should have been no secret 
to the Egyptians that Messrs. Begin 
and Dayan were operating on the 
assumption that what they were get- 
ting — regardless of Egypt's 

+ vaciferous denials —- was a separate 
peace with Egypt, with the question 
of the West Bank and Gaza naturally 
falling into limbo during the five- 
Year transition period. 

Nor should it have come as ἃ sur- 
prise to Israel that the Egyptians 
would continue to press for con- 
cessions in those areas which in time 
would make total Israeli withdrawal 
inevitable, as an Integral part of the 
peace agreement. 

If none of this should have come as 
a surprise, what then has changed to 
such an extent that the Washington 
talks are endangered? 

Not Baghdad. Surely the Baghdad 
Summit and the relatively lukewarm 
strictures it adopted against Egypt 
were expected. In fact it was 
reasonable to expect much worse. 

Not the Israel government's 
bluster concerning the “‘thickening"' 
of the settlements in Judea and 
Samaria. Nor even Egypt's latest 
noises concerning the Gaza Strip. 
Those, after all, can be seen as 
reasonable forms of jockeying for 
position under the principle of am- 
biguity. 

No. The main change that has oc- 
curred between mid-September and 
mid-November — the uneasy change 
of heart in Israel's political 
mainstream and the Egyptian in- 
sistence on an unambiguous linkage 
between the two agreements — is the 
lifting of the veil from America's in- 
tentions. 

Mr. Begin was dramatically 
successful in persuading an 
overwhelming majority of the

But the "linkage" issue, which has 
dogged the talks since the very-first 
day, gives them a broad political im- 
port which the cabinet’ is 
“democratically duty-bound” to 
supervise, Nissim believes. 

The Egyptians never actually said 
that they reserved the right to cite 
non-implementation of the autonomy 
as reason to renege on their treaty 
obligations — “‘but it is impossible to 
put any other interpretation on what 
they are demanding," Nissim says. 

It is impossihie to make helieve 
that Egypt is seeking merely a 
declarative commitment from Israel 


that between the Begin and the Sadat 
interpretations of events on the West 
Bank, his own would prevail. . 

Mr. Carter's Ubjudged haste in 
making it clear that Israel would be 
denied the five-year respite on the 
West Bank that Mr. Begin thought he 
had won at Camp David has made 
serious inroads into that majority.

THE NATIONAL Religious Party is 
in open revolt; Herut MKs who voted 
for the Camp David agreements six 
weeks ago are now openly question- 
ing the validity of Mr. Begin's 
assumptions and expressing a 
preference for territorial com- 
promise on the West Bank; the 
mainstream of the Labour Party, 
which provided Mr. Begin with his 
majority in the Camp David vote, is 
becoming more certain of its de- 
mand for the territorial compromise 
approach as opposed to Mr. Begin's 
autonomy ambit. 

Most important of all, Mr. Begin 
himself seems to be having second 
thoughts, as well he might. The un- 
veiling of the Carter Ad- 
ministration's intentions to push 
ahead with a West Bank solution en- 
tailing the pushing back of Israel to 
its 1967 borders, even before the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace agreement 
has proved itself in the field, should . 
indeed raise serious questions as to 
the validity of the assumption on 
which his Camp David strategy was 
based. 

The stiffening of the Egyptian line 
on the linkage and their surprising 
introduction of the issue of their in- 
terim role In Gaza come at a 
propitious moment. It is well to 
declare a pause in the peace talks to 
Permit an interim assessment of 
Positions.
